dian iwst, when Cody was five years 
old. At ten years of age he found 
Umself the hcaii of tiie family owing 
hi Uie death of his father, who was 
UDed in an encounter growing out of 
a dispute over the negro slave <|ut's- 
tion. Young Cody's lirst employ- 
SMntwaaaa a courier between the 
freight wagon traina operated be- 
tween the Missouri river and the 
Rocky moiiiitains. In turn he be- 
came wagon nwster, trapper, hunter, 
pony expresa rider and stage coacli 
driver, all giving a varied experience 
in a school, the graduation from 
which left the M-hol ir an adeiit m ev- 
ery possible line of frontier activity. 

An exciting experience in the Un- 
icn .11 iny as a soldier and subsoiiuent- 
ly as a confidant and scout of hiscoin- 
mandera In the desultory and guerilla 
warfare of the southwest left him at 
its finisli we!! kno .vn as an all around 
froiiliersiti.in, competent to ad vise, to 
guide and to lead. These quahties 
soon brought him to the attention of 
such di.stinuuished commanders as 
Gen. W. 1. SliLM tnan, Lieut. Gen.
